The Need of Discussion. 

The Cannelton (Indiana) Enquirer says 

that “the Counrmr-Jovnnat, in trying to 
kick the negro out for the present, keeps 
up so much talk about it that we fear we 
shall never get tid of him.” 
We simply wish to get tid of the negro 
‘as a political disturbance by adopting 
some measure of domestic economy de- 
signed and ealculated o allay excitement 
and to reduce the question ta, ita proper 
place as @ subject of material and moral 
_treaimeat, In this latter character we can 
not get rid of it unless we get rid of the 
negro. The quésthon is, shall we make it 
worse by partisan violence or better by the 
application of personal and non-partisan 
influences? 

The red-hot element proposes to do 
nothing, or else to inveigh against the ne- 
gio. It hopes, or professes to hope, to 
consolidate by that means the white people 
against the blacks, and so to beat the Rad- 
icals. This is to our mind a most unlikely 
scheme, as bad fh itsmeans as it is absurd 


pose to do something practical aud posi- 
tive for the negro; to give him a fair show 
and a helping hand; to conciliate and 
enccurage him; to leave him to vote as he 
sees fit, but to qualify him for voting sen- 
sibly; in short, to make a man of him—a 
contented and prosperous man—a good 
citizen instead of a bad one. 

We regard this as right in itself, as es- 
sential to the peace Of society, and as indi. 
rectly necessary to the success of the 
Democratic party, which can not get rid ot 
the negro and the negro question, and 
must meet the impracticable and leveling 
schemes of the Radicals with some solid 
and specific proposition of itsown. The 
red hot element, as we said, offers none. 
The best that it proposes is to let the negro 
alone; to suffer him to run toseed. This 
will not do, We can not afford it. There- 
fore we. are compelled to discuss it as we 
have done, 

We have at last got the more prudent ot 
the red-hot organs to say that they are 
willing to fretire from their white 
man’s party agitation. This is not 
enough. Now we want them to go to 
work with us and make an honest and pa- 
tent effort to improve the condition and 
prospects of the negro. This is the way 
to disarm criticiam and it is also the way 
to secure our own internal peace and 
quiet. When itm fairly begun, but not 
beiore, we shall really have done with the 
negro question and it will drop out of our 
discu:cions as a question which needs to 
be discussed no longer because it is settled 
upon a wise, just and promising basis. 

No question of its importance can be 
leit to work out its own destiny. If we 
negicct it, if we turn it over to Radical 
emissaries disguised as schoolmasters, it 
will grow worse and worse every year. In 
Indiana it ampunts to nothing; but in 
Kentucky, where the negro is our laborer, 
we cannot get rid of it. To get rid of it 
we must remove the seed of the disorder 
the negro’s ignorance and alienation—or 
remove the megro himself. As we cannot 
do the latter we must discuss the former 
until it is accomplished; and, being pro- 
foundly impressed with the importance ot 
the subject, as well as deeply moved by our 
conviction of duty as a public journalist, 
our readers may rest assured that we shall 
discuss it, courteously but earnestly, as 
long as it remains in its present undefined, 
disordered, purposelets and dangerous con- 
dition. 


The War Crisis. 


Amid all the contradictory statements 
which half obscure, half reveal the true 
situation at the seat of war, it is easy to 
detect the sudden upheaval of a new vol- 
canic landmark in the history of Europe. 
The details of its outlme and structure are 
dim; but.there, looming through the mist, 
we behold a vast and frowning form that 
is destined to puzzle the course of the na- 
tions. Prussian supremacy, in the form 
of a gigantic monarchy, bearing with ag- 
gressive power its pan-Germanic banner 
over all opposing boundaries, is no longer 
the dream of OrrO Yon Bismarck, but a 
phenomenon portending change in the 
pclitical geography ot Europe. 

Tt is easy now to understand the refusal 
of Prussia to disarm after her Austrian 
war. It is evident that she has looked 
totward to this contest and that she is bet- 
ter prepared than France. To say noth- 
ing ot ber veterans, inured to battle while 
the soldiers of the Imperial Statesman of 
France have witnessed nothing sterner 
than the sham battles of the Champ de Mars, 
Prussia has now the largest and best army 
in Europe, imbued by the greatest politi- 
cian of the age with the glowmg aspira- 
tions of national unity and glory, and led 
by brilliant and experienced chieftains who 
know how to utilize the national senti- 
ment in the aggrandizement of the Zollern 
dynasty. With such materials, in one 
month after the French declaration of 
war she has invaded France and trampled 
the army of the latter in the 
dust. If the defeated fragments of the hos- 
tile force are again overpowered at Metz, 
there will be nothing but the raw levies of 
a convulsed and demoralized nation to 
oppose her progress to the capital of 
France. The spectacle of a single mon- 
arch, at the head of a victorious pan-Ger- 
manic army, dictating peace at Paris, and. 
reorganizing the French Government as 
only the allied armies oi Europe have 
heretofore dared to attempt, means that

However we admire the two great races 
at war, and whatever respect we eater- 
tain for the great state: men and warriora 
that lead them, we cannot rejoice at the 
success of either combatant until we see 
how it can promote the cause of liberty 
and human progress. The martial glory 
of either is a mere-matter of national feel- 
ing which does not concern the American 
people. The time when Americans could 
forget their own national dignity and 
divide as the violent partisans of 
toreigu powers at war, has gone 
by. It i a reminiscence of the time 
when we were teeble and swayed 
by colonial feciimg. For the present, 
“whatever demagogues may say in elec- 
tuoneering documents, the real fcsling of 
Anmeriea as regards the parties to this 
war, is simply a hope that it may soon ter- 
minate with honor and safety to both. 
All deeper concera is suspended, and will 
remain so, until we can determine whether
